COLD STOPS BALLOON TRIP. 


Mr. and Mrs. Barlatier, Golng to Mon- 
treal, Forced to Descend.

SUMMERSTOWN, Ont., Feb. 20.—In- 
tense cold of the upper atmosphere to-day 
forced Mr. and Mrs. Emelie Barlatier, 
who were trying to go from Ogdensburg 
to Montreal in the balloon Lapresse, to 
descend here, with their journey only half 
completed. They had covered about fifty 
miles, following a general northeasterly 
course over the St. Lawrence River. 








OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Feb. 20.—Muf- 
fled in furs, Mr. and. Mrs. Barlatier 
braved near-zero weather and a cutting 
southwest wind in the first Winter bal- 
loon flight ever made in this part of the 
country. The French aeronaut and his 
wife sailed away toward Montreal, 120 
miles away, at 9:15 last night.

Coal Company Employe Saved $2,100, 
with Theatregoers Watching Struggle. 


East New York folk on their way to the 
Gotham Theatre last night stood in as- 
tonishment when two men suddenly 
sprang on James Dazino of 10 Jardine 
Place as he was passing through the rail- 
road cut at Broadway and Conway Street, 
a block from the theatre.

Awards Printing of Bond Issue to 
New York Bank Note Co. De- 
spite No-Listing Threat.

The City Government formally regis- 





tered yesterday its defiance of the New 
York Stock Exchange for refusing to list | 
the new sixty-million-dollar city bond | 
issue unless the ¢ertificates were printed | 
by the Americah Bank Note Company, 
the Board of City Record awarding the 
contract for the printing to the New 
York Bank Note Company. 

The New York Company’s bid was $44,- 
500, against the American Company’s 
estimate of $62,v/5. The latter afterward 
offered to reduce its bid 10 per cent. The 
Controller received a telegram yesterday 
from the British-American Bank Note 
Company of Montreal, in which it of- 
fered to print the bonds for $35,000. This 
bid was not considered, however, Acting 
Corporation Counsel Sterling, who sat in 
the board for Mr. Watson, declaring that 
he believed it would be a violation of the

list the bonds if they were printed by 
the New York Company. The New York 
Company has charged that the American 
has been able to create a practical trust 
in the printing of securities through the 
assistance of the managers of the Stock 
Exchange. The New York Company 
sought relief in the Federal courts some 
time ago, and the matter is still pending. 

The Controller recommended that the 
contract be awarded to the American 
Company, taking the ground that the city 
was undér a moral obligation to the pur- 
chasers of its bonds to see that they were 
listed on the Exchange. Mr. Ferguson 
drew up a contract with the American 
Company, but the Mayor refused to ap- 
prove it, declaring that the action of the 
Exchange Wag an outrage. 

The Mavor ordered Mr. Ferguson to tn- 
vestigate, and the Supervisor gathered a 
great mass of material concerning the 
dispute. On Saturday he was informed 
by George H. Kendall, President of the 
New York Company, that he (Kendail) 
had received by telephone an offer of 
$5,000 from some unknown person for the 
privilege of dictating his bid on the print- 
ing of the bonds. 

The Controller did not” Oppose” the 
awarding of the contract to the New York 
Company yesterday, and said after the 
meeting of the board that he hardly be- 
lieved the Exchange would refuse to list 
the bonds. 

Both he and the Mavor have pointed out 
that several of the most important indns- 
trial stocks on the market are not listed 
by the Exchange, and that it is just as 
much to the advantage of the investors 
in the bonds as to the city, if not more so, 
to have the bonds listed. The Mayor was 
asked if he would bring any action 
against the Exchange if it refused to list 
the bonds, and replied that he could not 
see why he should do so. 

The Mayor has received a great deal of 
commendation for his attitude. Several 
letters of congratulation have come from 
men prominent in Wall Street. One of 
the biggest men in the financial district 
wrote that a majority of the members of 
the Exchange would be giad to see the 
monopoly of the American Bank Note 
Company broken. 

The Governors of the Stock Exchange 
have contended that it was important to 
guard against fraud by having all listed 
securities printed by one company. Fur- 
thermore, the members of the Exchange 
are made defendants in the New York

BANK NOTE MERGER SECRETS. 


J.C. Eckert Says He Ran International 
as Dummy After Sale to American. 


How the American Bank Note Company 
absorbed its principal competitor, the 
International Bank Note Company, in 
1902, and then matintained it for seven 
years thereafter as a dummy corpora- 
tion, was told on the stand yesterday in 
Surrogate Cohalan'’s court by James 
Clendennin Eckert, formerly President of 
the International company, a witness in 
his own behalf in the proceedings he has 
brought against the probate of the will 
of his father, Gen. T. T. Eckert. 

Eckert said he got an interest in the 
International Bank Note Company in 1888 
by putting in $10,000. Its capital stock 
then was $40,000. He 'put in a few 
thousands more, and had nearly a third 
interest wnen the capital was increased in 
1892 to $75,000. It never exceeded this 
figure. His stock holdings were Increased 
so that he hdd $25,000 of the total capital 
stock. Henry M. Flagler of the Standard 
Oil Company, and George BE. Weber, ‘‘ the 
man who knew about engraving,’ were 
the other two holders of stock. 

When the American Bank Note Com- 
pany took over the International, Eckert 
testified, it got all the stock of its rival. 
Eckert got between $200,000 and $225,000 
in bonds of the American Bank Note 
Company for his holdings. Plagler and 
Weber also got bonds for their stock. This 
arrangement meant that the American 
Bank Note Company gave more than 
$750,000 worth of its bonds for the $75,000 
capital stock of the International. 

Eckert continued as President of the In- 


ternational Bank Note Company, he said, 
under an arrangement he made with the 
American Bank Note Company.

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ALDRICH FAVORS 
RECIPROCITY BILL 


Writes’ Taft Promising His Aid 
in Getting the Senate 
to Act. 








EXTRA SESSION OUTLOOK 





Some Senators Feel One Inevitable 
Falling Senate Vote This Session, and 
Regard Taft as Pledged to Canada. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—From the 
leaders in the Senate to-day came the 


'straightest talk that has yet been heard 
| that the condition of the calendar makes 
an extra gession almost inevitable in view 


of the strong stand the President has 
taken in support of Canadian reciprocity. 
AS expressed by a prominent Republican 
regular to-day, reciprocity at this late 
date can hardly pass the Senate except 
by unanimous consent, so easy will its 
obstruction prove to any one Senator. In 
spite of this state of affairs, however, 
and of the knowledge that reciprocity has 
more real enemies than real friends in 
the Senate, there is still a lurking hope 
that things will straighten out at the 
last, as they often do, and that the McCall 
bill will be passed. Hope of this sort 
came from an unexpected quarter when 
Senator Bailey of Texas, on leaving the 
White House to-day, while admitting his 
personal intention to vote against reci- 
procity, said that if the measure failed of 
passage it would be by Republican votes. 
He expressly denied any intention on the 
part of himself or his minority colleagues 
to filibuster against it, and sajd that in 
his opfaion there is no reason why a vote 
should pot be reached. 


Aldrich for Reciprocity. 


Senator Aldrich, Chairman of the M- 
nance Committee of the Senate, has writ- 
ten President Taft that he favors the 
confirmation of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement. Whether the letter makes 
vroinise of assistance in getting action 
in the Senate at the present session has 
not been disclosed, but Senators who 
have scen the letter intimate that the 
Rhode Island Senator will do all he can 
to aid the President in carrying his pro- 
gramme to success. 

Announcement of the letter was re- 
Ceived with great surprise in the Senate, 
especially by the standpat Senators, who 
oppose the agreement. Some of these 
Senators were loath to believe that the 
Ciairm.an of the Finance Committee had 
indorsed the President's programme for 
ireer trade with Canada. No announce- 
ment was made at the White House to- 
day in respect to the letter, and there 
was considerable speculation at the Capi- 
ivl aS io whether the message would be 
made public. 

Karly in the present session Senator 
Aldrich was compelled to leave Washing- 
ton..on account of nis health. He is 
spending the Winter at Jeky] Istand; Ga., 
and, although much better than when 
he left here, it is not likely he will be 
adle to take any further part in tariff 
legislation, for his service in the Senate 
will end March 4. His letter, therefore, 
even if miade public, can have no effect 
other than to ease the minds of some 
Standpat Senators who are inclined to 
vote for the Canadian agreement against 
their convictions. 


Taft Asked Aldrich’s Aid. 


Soon after the Canadian agreement was 
sent to Congress, and it was reported 
there was little chance for action in the 
Senate at the present session, President 
Taft wrote to Senator Aldrich. It is un- 
derstood that the Executive urged the 
veteran tariff bill maker to return 
take charge of the fight for the measure. 
At ane time it was rumored that Mr. 
Aldrich might be back, but this report was 
denied. 

Opinion at the Capitol was divided this 
afternoon as to the effect of the McCall 
statement, which was issued under White 
House auspices yesterday evening. Addi- 
tional emphasis was lent to that state- 
ment to-day when it transpired that it 
had been prepared under the personal di- 
rection of the President himself, and that 
it had been issued in the name of Mr. 
McCall largely to satisfy the President's 
aversion to making a formal public threat 
about calling an extra session. This fact 
also gives a peculiar meaning to that part 
of the statement which deals with the 
possible use of the veto power if, at the 
impending extra session, the Democrats 
undertake to tangle up the reciprocity 
business with a tariff revision bill of their 
Cwn. 

Among the regulars at the capitol this 
afternoon there was a disposition to say 
that the statement had not altered the 
Senate situation. But some of the other 
Senators were inclined to think that it 
must have had effect in the way desired 
by the President. An attempt was un- 
successfully made to have it appear that 
the President was on the verge of vielding 
to the pressure of the regulars, and would 
soon abandon his intention to call an 
extra session if reciprocity were not voted 
on at this time. 


Taft Committed to Canada. 


It was promptly pointed out that the 
President is not in a position to yleld now, 
even if he were still subject to the Old 
Guard influence, which has been potent 
with him on so0 many other occasions, 


The suggestion was that his understand- 
ing with the Canadian negotiators of the 
reciprocity agreement covered the present 
situation, and that he was under what 
practically amounts to a pledge to them 
to summon the special session if he can- 
not get a vote before March 4. More- 
over the President himself made it quite 
clear to-day that he had not changed his 
mind in the least. His expressions to some 
of his callers were even stronger and 
more explicit than he had used hereto- 
fore. 

In general there was less disposition at 
the White House to make discussion of 
the subject confidential than there has 
been. It may be safely asserted that the 
President will resist this last despairing 
device of the opponents of reciprocity, 
and it remains only to be seen what the 
effect of that resistence will be on them. 


Night Sessions Likely. 


Efforts may be expected at any time 
now to force night sessions in the Senate, 
Thus far only one Senator has had the 
hurdihood to declare unequivocally his in- 
tention to resort to a filibuster if he can 
not defeat reciprocity and the direct elec- 


tion of Senators resolution by any other 
means. This is Senator Heyburn of 
Idaho. He is a good fighter, but not 


‘capable of long endurance, and it is prac- 


tically certain that one prolonged night 
session will overcome his obstruction, 
The President has been strongly advised 
to urge his friends to help in forcing 
night sessions, with a view to a general 
clearing of the way. It has been pointed 
out to him that by such methods it might 
even be possible to secure action on the 
Tariff Board bill, which he so strongly 
favors.

Thirteen Important Decisions Af- 
fecting Inter-State Commerce 
Are Handed Down. 





CAN’T PAY BILLS IN PASSES 





Hepburn Law Held to Nullify All Such 
Contracts—To Review Conspiracy 
Charge Against Turpentine Trust. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Not for years 
have so many far-reaching principles of 
inter-State commerce been fixed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States as 
were established in its,decisions to-day. 
Thirteen decisions were handed down and 
eighteen orders were issued. At the con- 
vening of the court fourteen attorneys 
were admitted to practice. The full court 
was in attendance. 

Among the questions of Inter-State com- 
merce decided were: 


That a passenger has no right to buy 
tickets with services, advertising, releases, 
or property, nor may the railroad company 
buy services, advertising, releases, or prop- 
erty with transportation. 

That a State law regulating the size of 
crews on trains is not an obstruction to 
inter-State commerce. 

That the Supreme Court may review the 
validity of an order of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, even though the 
twe-year limitation on the life of the order 
has expired. 

That a railway systern may not escape 
regulation as an instrument of inter-State 
commerce because one of its constituent 
parts is a wharfage company. 

That the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
may not reduce @ rate as ‘‘ unjust and un- 
reasonable ’’ merely because it ig inequl- 
table under some circumstances. 

That no contract of relief, benefit, or 
insurance can bar the right of a railroad 
employe to sue his employer for damages 
resulting from injuries recefved in the 
course of his employment.

The ‘*‘ Full Crew act,’’ en- 
acted in 1907, provided for an engineer, 
fireman, conductor, and three brakemen 
on all trains of more than twenty-five 
cars. 

The State sued to recover penalties, and 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the act. 

[In granting a request to review the con- 
Viction of officials of the American Naval 
Stores Company, the court took another 
step in one of the most spectacular 
prosecutions under the Sherman anti- 
Trust law. It is the first time men have 
come before the court to have set aside 
sentences of imprisonment for violating 
the anti-Trust law. 

Of those concerned, Spencer P. Shotter, 
Chairman of the Directors of the com- 
pany was sentenced to three months in 
jail and fined $5,000; J. F. Cooper Myers, 
Vice President, to the same time and 
fined $2,500; Edmund S. Nash. President, 
fined $3,000; George Meade Boardman, 
Treasurer, fined $2,000, and Carl Moller, 
Manager of the company’s Jacksonville 
branch, fined $5,000. 

The American Naval Stores Company, 
known as the ‘turpentine trust.’ was 
sued in 1908 in Georgia for conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. In earlier prosecutions, 
Shotter was twice found guilty and fined. 
In the case before the court he had been 
sent to prison, in addition to a fine. 

The only open market in the United 
States for naval stores is Savannah, Ga., 
all other markets, it was claimed, basing 
prices on Savannah’s. This being the 
“ase, the Government claimed that the 
defendants conspired to stay out of the 
Savannah market early in 1908, to depress 
prices and during that time to make large 
purchases elsewhere, when prices would 
be depressed.

Most of the magazine publishers who 
spent last week tn Washington fighting 
the proposed increase in postal rates on 
the advertising sections of their period- 
icals returned to their New York offices 
vesterday.

Mr. Phillips of The American Magazine, 
already quoted with regard to the Senate 
vote, further said: 

“IT have many ideas about the manner 
in which changes in the preseft situation 
could occur to the benefit of all concerned. 
But this appropriation bill rider was 
sprung upon us outside of the normal 
channels, without giving us time to dis- 
cuss the situation. We were working on 
our May number when it came up. Even 
the weeklies were working ahead several 
issues, and were forced, like us, to go to 
the newspaper advertising pages for a 
hearing.

Dix announced 
to-night that he had entered the field 
of revenue producing legislation in his 
elaboration of a business policy for the 
State government. He said that efforts 
would be made to amend the mortgage 
tax, corporation tax, and inheritance tax 
laws in order that they may yield more 
revenue each year. "ee 

In this investigation the Governor 1s be- 
ing aided by C. A. Collin, who has spent 
most of his time in the last six weeks 


preparing the administration measures 
which have been introduced in the Legis- 
lature and in giving advice to the Gov- 
ernor on radical changes in various de- 
partments of the State government, which 
have given rise to State-wide discussion. 

The Governor believes that the mortgage 
tax law can be amended in such @ way as 
to obtain a larger tax from corporations 
which give long-term mortgages. This, 
with the changes that are contemplated 
in the corporation and inheritance tax 
laws, it is estimated by the Governor, will 
yield from three to five million dollars 
more a year in revenue.

ALBANY, Feb. 20.—Charges that the 
Charity Organization Society of New Yofk 
spent in salaries and other expenses 
$131,999 more than the $329,418 it distrib- 
uted in 1910 for the relief of the poor 
were made to-day by Assemblyman Cu- 
viller, who introduced a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of the society. 

The resolution provides for the appoint- 
ment of a legislative committee of three 
Senators and five Assemblymen “to as- 
certain if the sald society, through its 
officials, is not misusing the funds so 
contributed by the citizeng of the City of 
New York,” and to ascertain the advisa- 
bility of repealing the charter of the s0- 
ciety and placing it under the control of 
the Charftty Department of the city. 

An appropriation of $5,000 is asked for 
the expense of the proposed investigation. 


President Edward T. Devine of the 
Charity Organization Society expressed 
amusement last night when told of As- 
semblyman Cuvillier’s resolution. 

‘I’m pretty sure I know why Assem- 
blyman Cuvillier tntroduced his resolu- 
tion, but I don’t know where he got his 
figures about our society,’”’ said Mr. De- 
vine. “In food, fuel, rent, clothes, and 
other material kinds of relief for needy 
families this society in 19f0 distributed 
$79,222, Its total disbursements in con- 
nection with all its activities to help the 
‘poor in every way was $95,814. 

“This looks at first sight ag though it 
was costing us more than $1 to give $1. 
But in addition to our relief work we 
have an employment bureau, a large dis- 





trict nursing bureau, a magazine called / 


The Survey, a School of Philanthropy for 
Social Workers, and other forms of phil- 


anthropic work. The $95,814 also includes 
not only salaries, but telephones, trans- 
portation, (a large item,) news, station- 
ery and printing, postage, delivery, 
furniture, and repairs. The salaries and 
wages paid in all the ten bureaus and de- 
artments of the society are about $54,- 
OO. But many of these bureaus and 
departments are not directly connected 
with the giving of material relief. 

“It ig possible that Assemblyman Cu- 
villier merely feels badly because repre- 
sentatives of this society appeared before 
the Mayor on Feb. 15 and protested 
against the Sullivan ‘ripper bill’ to legis- 
‘late all Police and Special Sessions Magis- 
trates out of office and to have them 
elected in the districts in future, instead 
of being appointed by the Mayor. I have 
always understood that Cuvillier was one 
of the earliest and strongest advocates 
of this bill, which is now being so widely 
condemned because of tts sinister polit- 
ical possibilities.

DIX FOR DIRECT NOMINATIONS 














Expects Such a BIil to be Introduced 
at Thie Session. 


ALBANY, Feb. 20.—The question of 
Statewide direct nominations is to be 
considered by Gov. Dix and his cabinet 
of State officers on Friday. The Gover- 
nor said to-night that he had given much 
thought to proposed legislation on this 
subject, but his ideas as to the details 


of the measure to be urged for passage 
had not yet crystalized. 

The Governor believes {in making use 
of the experience of other years and is 
of the opinion that a bill will be intro- 
duced embodying the best‘ provisions of 
the Hinman-Green bill of last year, which 
was favored by Gov.

One with Russia Relating to Passports 
Ignored, Say Assemblymen. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 

ALBANY,’ Feb. 20.—Resolutions intro- 
duced to-day in the Assembly call upon 
Congress to compel the enforcement of 
the Russo-American treaty of 1882 in re- 
lation to passports in possession of Jews, 
Assemblymen Spielberg and Schlivek of 
New York presented the resolutions, which 
charge that the treaty has been repeat- 
edly violated in such a manner as to dis- 
criminate against Jewish Americans in 
Russia. Objection was made to the imme- 
diate consideration of the Schlivek resolu- 
tion and it went over under the rules. 
Notice was given that it will be called up 
for discussion mext Monday. 

Another resolution introduced by As- 
semblyman MacGregor of Buffalo calls 
for an investigation by a special legisla- 
tive committee of the companies produc- 
ing electric power from Niagara Falls. 
Mr. MacGregor wants the commitiee to 
report on the question of franchises to 
power companies, the cost of power pro- 
duction, and the rates paid to the corpora- 
tions by the consumers.

STRICTER MILITIA LAW. 


Guardsmen Dishonorably Discharged 
Barred from Civil Office. 


ALBANY, Feb. 20.—A radical amend- 
ment to the military law is proposed in a 
bill introduced to-day by Assemblyman 
Cuvillier, Chairman of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee, at the request of Adit. 
Gen. Verbeck. The Dill eliminates that 
section of the law which provides for jail 
sentences’ for non-payment of fines and 
substitutes the following section. 

An officer who is dismissed from the serv- 
ice and an enlisted man who is dishonor- 
ably discharged therefrom, in addition to 
all other punishments, penalties and dis- 
abilities, shall be incapable during five 
years after such dismissal or discharge 
from holding or being ejected or appointed 
to any military office or to any civil of- 
fice, position, or place of trust or profit 
within the State. 

Mr. Cuvillier says he is opposed to the 
measure beause he believes “it is too 
radical and would result in disorganizing 
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the National Guard and act as a bar to 
young men enlisting in the Guard.”’

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HER STORY AGAINST WALLING | 


Bertha Grunspan. Tells of Trip to Rus- 
ska with Socialist She Sues for $100,000, 


Anna Bertha Grunspan, a Russian girl, 
who spent most of her life in Paris, told 
a Supreme Court jury before. Justice 
Giegerich yesterday the story on which 
she hopes to recover $100,000 for breach 
of promise from William English Walling, 
the wealthy Socialist and husband of 
Anna Strunsky Walling, settlement work- 
er and writer on Russiarg politics. Wall- 
ing denies that he ever promised to marry 
Miss Grunspan, who now lives at 245 East 
Thirtieth Street. 

Miss Grunspan said that Walling in- 

duced her to leave her mother in Parts 
and go with him to Russia by promising 
to save her two brothers from the perse- 
cution then in progress and unite them 
with her mother im Paris. Before, after, 
and during the trip she declares Walling 
professed that he tntended to marry: her. 
A flirtation in a Partéian oafé was the 
beginning of her acquaintance with Wall- 
ing, Miss Grunsepaar said, 
He told me,” she testified, “that I 
wags the sweetest and dearest woman on 
earth and that he ought to know, because 
he had been all over the world. He said 
I would make him the happiest man in 
the world if I would marry him. He 
said he was rich and that it was criminal! 
for me to work when he had so much 
money.” 

He procured passports, she said, for 
“ Mr. EH. Walling and wife,” and just 
before the departure for Russia he dic- 
tated a telegram and letter to her mother. 
They found her brothers, and on the 
return trip he left her at Leipsic, and 
she and her brothers went on to Paris. 
On his return to Paris she met him at 
the station, and then he met her mother 
for the first time. . 

That evening, pe 29, 1905, she testi- 
fied, he took the whole family to a res- 
taurant, put a new ring, with a desien of 
three leaves and studded with two pearls 
and ga diamond, on her finger, and drank 
toasts in both French and German in 
honor of their engagement. 

Much of the testimony in the case has 
been taken by commission from witnesses 
residing abroad, and will be read at the 
trial, which continues to-day.

A STRERT PARADE 


They Purpose Showing the Evo- 
lution of Woman from the 
Day of the Sedan Chair. 





WANT A LIGHT WEIGHT BADLY 


Committee Says Women Have Been 
Getting Heavier and Men Lighter 
In the Progress of Time. 





Plans are out for a woman suffrage 
parade, to take place om April 29, which 
the promoters say will exceed anything 
of the kind ever given in this country. 
The evolution of woman from the sedan 
chair days to the present athletic age will 
be shown in the procession, with trades 
and politics brought in. 

Arrangements have been made for 
everything but the occupant and carriers 
of the sedan chair, with which there has 
been a little difficulty.

To find a delicate little woman who will 
step into an old-time picture, look the 
part, and not weigh so much that the 
carriers will drop her seems almost im- 
possible in these days of college girl ath- 
letics.

N FEBRUARY 9th a “rider,” a form of legislation positively prohibited in many of the States, was, in the United States 
Senate, suddenly and unexpectedly tacked onto the Post Office Appropriation Bill (which had already passed the House) pro- 


viding in effect that: 


Beginning on July 1, 1911, the postage rate on every “sheet” of a periodical other than a newspaper on which any advertising is printed be 
increased from one cent to four cents a pound, except that periodicals mailing less than 4,000 pounds of each issue are exempt. 
- The Post Office claims that second class mail causes a loss to the Post Office and is responsible for the deficit; that magazines, owing 


to their longer haul, cost the Government five cents a pound to transport, while newspapers cost only twe cents a pound to transport; that 
magazines carry more advertising than newspapers. 


HIS bill if it passes means serious loss to all periodi- 


cals and financial death to some _ publishers. 


The facts and figures prove: 


That instead of second class mail causing a loss 
of millions to the Post Office, the deficits have always 


DECREASED when second class mail INCREASED, over the whole period of 
thirty-two years in which second class mail has had the pound postage rate. 
(Exhibit A.) The publishers show below how second class mail reduces the defi- 


cit. (Exhibit E.) 


That to single out magazines from other second class matter for an in- 
creased rate is unjust. That the Postmaster General has only considered the 
cost of the HAUL and utterly ignored the larger cost of HANDLING. That ad- 


Exhibit A 
is the Deficit Due to Second-Class Mail? 


Annvel Reperts of the Postmaster General are 
} the authority for the following figures: 

In the year 1870 there was a deficit In the opera- 
tiens of the United States Postoffice Department of 21.4 per 
cént. ef its turnover. 

In 1878 there was passed the act that put second-class 
matter on a pound-payment basis. An immediate increase 
in second-class matter began. 

In 1880 there was a deficit {In the Postoffice operations of 
only 9.6 per cent ef its business. 

In 1885 was passed the law that made the rate for 
second-class matter 1 cent a pound, which still further in- 
creased secend-clazs mail. It trebled in the decade preced- 
ing 1890. 

In 1890 the deficit In the operations of the Postoffice 
Department was 8.8 per cent. 

The next decade brought a much larger increase in 
second-class matter than any previous ten years, from 
174,058,910 pounds in 1890 to 882,588,999 peunds In 1900. 

The deficit tn the Postoffice operations in the year 1900 
was 5.2 per cent. of Its business. 

In the prosperous years following 1800 the Increase of 
second-class matter was stupendous: from 882,538,999 pounds 
in 1900 to 488,246,903 pounds tn 1902—enly two years. 

In 1901, nevertheless, there was a deficit in the Post- 
office operations of only 8.5 per cent. of its business. 

And in 1902, the deficit in the Postoffice operations 
was 2.4 per cent., the smallest percentage of deficit in 
eighteen, years, and the smallest but two in fifty-seven years. 

But in this year Is seen, a new important item of ex- 
pense, $4,000,000 for rural free delivery. Our Government 
had wisely and beneficently extended the service of the Post- 
office to farmers in isolated communities. By 1910 the Gov- 
ernment was spending $36,000,000 for rural free delivery, 
and losing $29,000,000. 

It will be clear from these figures, that beginning with the 
advent of the second-class pound-rate system, the deficit of 
the Postoffice has steadily declined—the decrease being al- 
ways coincident with the expansion of circulation and adver- 
tising of periodicals—until in 1902 there was a substantial 
surplus, which the Government wisely saw fit to use for a 
purpose not related to the needs of magazines and period- 
icals. 

Since 1992, there has always been a surplus in the 
operations of the Postoffice Department, outside of the money 
the Government has seen fit to expend for rural free delivery. 
In the present year 1910 the report of the Postmaster General 
shows a surplus of over $23,000,000. The years 1902 to 1910 
have shown a surplus in the Postoffice profit and loss ac- 
count, aggregating over $74,000,000, outside the actual loss 
on the rural free delivery system. 

It should be borne in mind that the turning of large 
deficits into actual surpluses, which has come coincidently 
with the expansion of second-class mail, of circulation push- 
ing, and of advertising, is in spite of an enormous expansion 
in Governmental mail, carried free, and Congressional mail, 
franked. 


Exhibit B 


The Injustice of Discriminating Against 
Magazines 


HE Postmaster General gives the magazines weight 

as 20.23 per cent. of the whole second-class mail. 

Why concentrate all the increase on a 20 per cent. 
classification? 

The Administration says (a), magazines carry more 
advertising than newspapers; (b), they cost the Postoffice 
Department more than newspapers because they are hauled 
farther. 

(a) It is not true that magazines carry more adver- 
tising than newspapers. Newspapers, by actual mensure- 
ment, carry 4 per cent. more advertising in proportion to 
reading matter than do magazines. 

(b) The Postoffice Department states that, owing to 
the different average lengths of haul, it costs 6 cents to 
transport a pound of magazines and 2 cents to transport 
a pound of newspapers. 

Besides the cost of transporting mall, figured, of course, 
by weight and length of haul, there are three large factors of 
cost, apportioned according to the number of pieces of mati. 
The second-class mall share of these cost items is given by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock as $39,800,000. By the Depart- 
ment’s own figures, the magazines’ share ef this (propor- 
tioned to number of pieces) is $2,166,000. The newspapers’ 
share is $28,782,000. (Arrived at from the Department's own 
figures and method of figuring.) 

Dividing these sums by the number of pounds of maga- 
zines and newspapers, respectively, in the second-class mails 
we have

mitting his figures of cost of haul, his own statements 
of expense and apportionment of expense show that it 
costs much more to give the Post Office service to news- 
papers than to magazines. (Exhibit B.) 


That the increased rate would amount to con- 
fiscation of the entire net earnings of many magazines and absorb more than 
81.8 per cent of the incomes of even the five standard magazines leading in adver- 


tising patronage. (Exhibit C.) 


That the proposed measure gives the Postmaster General power to kill 
many magazines, or let them live, at his pleasure. 
That the magazines cannot ‘‘pass on’? the increased expense to the, con- 


suming public. (Exhibit D.) 


THE PROOF 


* REPLY to the requests of many friends of the magazines, we 
publish this necessarily brief statistical exposition of the reasons 
why we believe the Senate measure directed against the periodicals is 


unjust, confiscatory and futile. 


The only way we can hope to get the ear of the people in time 
for them to prevent a ruinous injustice is by advertising in the daily 


press.

Se the Department's own figures make i{t lose on the 
fundamental operations of hauling and handling:

With a loss, arrived at from its own figures, more than 
400 per cent. as great on newspapers as on magazines, the 
Department goes to the magazines, of scarcely one-third the 
weight of newspapers, and with not one-twentieth the financial 
ability to pay such a new tax, to meet the whole burden of 
thia futile and confiscatory attempt to reduce the deficit. 

This is merely a refutation of the Department's reason 
for discriminating agatnst magazines. We do not believe the 
figures are right and we do believe that both magazines 
and newspapers help the Department's finances In the last 
analysis. 

sBut the huge tiniustice and damage of this measure 
lies In the power given the Postmaster General of life and 
death over periodicals. 

He ts the only one to say tchat is a magazine and what 
is a newspaper. There is no definition of a newspaper known 
in Postoffice regulations that would have any bearing on the 
case where a publisher claimed his periodical was a newa- 
paper, not a magazine. Newspaper and periodical are terms 
used interchangeably by Legislatures and Postoffice officials. 

No man has ever had, in the United States, such power 
over entire industries. Ought it to begin in the present situa- 
tion, where the industries in question are largely the out- 
spoken, progressive periodicals, dealing more and more every 
year with public affairs and persons, and where the censor 


is the official in charge of the political fortunes of his Ad- 
ministration?

This is explained by the fact that the cost of manu- 
facturing and delivering 11,068,512 magazines—the number 
mailed to subscribers direct by these five publishers during 
1909—was $1,387,189.80; while the net income from these 
subscribers was $625,298.49, leaving a deficiency on sub- 
scription account of $761,891.81, to be made up from adver- 
tising gains, before the balance of expenses, including losses 
in newsstand sales, were paid, and any profit showed.

If the rate had been 4 cents on all sheets on which ad- 
vertising appeared, !t is clear that they would have paid 
$188,779.56 more than was actually paid at the l1-cent-a- 
pound rate. 

These figures apply only to copies mailed by the pub- 
lishers (on which accurate figures are obtainable). They 
take ne account of the newsstand copies, malied at the 
second-class rates by the news companies of the country. 
The newsstand edition, in the case of two of these five lead- 
ing magazines, Is larger than the editions mailed direct to 
subscribers. Those additional figures could not be obtained 
tn time to meet this “snap” legislation. 

These results are for the five concerns in America pub- 
lishing standard magazines carrying the largest amount of 
advertising. 

But the situation of individuals among even these five 
of the most prosperous magazines would be vastly more 
serious. 

One of these five leading monthiles would, with an iIn- 
crease of only 1 cent a pound on advertising, show In its final 
profit and loss account for 1909 a loss in conducting its busi- 
ness of $18,406.52.

Can the Magazines ‘‘ Pass On ”’ the Increase ? 


6 bar 4-cents-a-pound rate on advertising would require 
an advance of approximately 60 per cent. in sub- 
scription prices of the more widely circulated maga- 
zines If the publisher {fs to recoup himself by raising the cost 
of living to the public in {ts consumption of magazines. 

Would the public pay 60 per cent. more for the same 
article? 

The question is answered eloquently and finally by the 
subscription records of the magazines that were forced to 
increase their rates on Canadian subscriptions when Canada 
enforced a 4-cent rate on American periodicals. As the dis- 
criminatory rate was later withdrawn in certain cases, we have 
a complete cycle of record and proof. 

In June, 1907, the Review of Reviews began to pay 
4 cents a pound postage on Canndian subscriptions, instead 
of 1 cent, and in consequence was forced to raise its Canadian 
subscription price from $3.00 to $3.50 a year. 

Its Canadian yearly subscribers in July, 1907, num- 
bered 2.973. 

At once the subscription lst began to fall off, and con- 


tinued to do so steadily until in January, 1910, it had come 
down to 904 names. 

Early in 1910 the Review of Reviews was readmitted 
into the Canadian postoffice at 1 cent a pound, its sub- 
scription price was reduced to the old figure of $3.00, and 
the Canadian Hst quickly “came back,” having reached 
already in February, 1911, the figure of 2,690 annual sub- 
scribers. 

What would happen if popular American magazines 
were increased 50 per cent. to the public? 

In this Canadian incident the price of the Review of 
Reviews was increased only 16 2-3 per cent. and the circu- 
lation fell off 69 per cent.

HOW TO SAVE INFANTS. 


Dr. Holt Urges Maternal Nursing and 
Improving the Environment. 





Speaking at the Teachers College yester- 
day afternoon on ‘Infant Mortality,’’ 
Dr. L. Emmet Holt, Carpentier Professor 
of seases of Children in Columbia Unt- 
versity, took issue with those wag assert 
that a large infant mortality is a good 
thing for the human race, because it re- 
Suits in the elimination of the unfit. Dr. 
Holt declared that the Unfit among the 
poor could never under any. circumstances 
survive. ‘‘It is only among the rich that 
the survival of the unfit is seen,” said 
Dr. Holt. 

Of the 10,000 infants who die annually 
in Manhattan and the Bronx but a@ very 


small proportion could be classified as 

hysically unfit, he said. Most.of the 
nfant mortality was due to a lack’ of one 
of the three essentials, proper food, suit- 
able housing, and intelligent care. 

‘““We lose 15 per cent. of vur infant 
population each year,’’ said Dr. Holt. 
‘The Summer heat has probably more to 
do with killing off the infants than any 
other single factor. Last Summer was 
an especially severe one, and the infant 
mortality rate went up as a consequence, 
Pure milk is not a cure-all for infants by 
any means, Artificial feeding, unless done 
correctly is productive of much harm, 
even where the milk is of tite purest, 
Eighty-five per cent. of infants who die 
under one year are of the artificially fed 
type. 

“ Another powerful factor in maintain- 
ing the high infant mortality is tubercu- 
lar infection, to which a large percentage 
of infants succumb. This infant tubercu- 
losis is not as a general rule communi- 
cated through milk, but by contact with 
adults afflicted with tuberculosis. Among 
the poor tuberculosis sufferers are often 
left to take care of infants. Sufferers 
from tuberculesis should be seggregated, 
or at least kept away from infants. 

“In the campaign to reduce infant 
mortality three things should be consid- 
ered. aternal nursing should be en- 
couraged, artificial feeding, where neces- 
nny & should be scientifically looked after, 
and the environment of infants should be 
improved @s much as possible.’’.

MORE BOOKS ARE LOANED 








809,350 Volumes Circulated—Demand 
for the Bible and Some Children’s 
Books Greater Than the Supply. 





Whether or not New York is growing 
less studious of serious subjects, Dr. John 
S. Billings, Director of the Public Li- 
braries, does not attempt to say in his 
annual report, but he does show that 
there was a noticeable falling off in the 
number of visitors at the two great ref- 
erence libraries of the city in 1910. 

While readers of popular novels, travel, 
and light narrative go to the circulating 
libraries, students who have heavy men- 
tal work to do must, as a rule, go to the 
Astor or the Lenox, where the thousands 
of reference volumes are kept. Reference 
books, required in am exhaustive study of 
any subject, literary, historical, or scien- 
tific, are to be found in no other It 
braries of the city, though the circulating 
libraries are supplied with only usual 
encyclopedias and ready reference works. 

Dr. Billings’s report shows that in 1910 


the number of visitors and readers at the 
Astor and Lenox libraries was ,506, 
190,290 at the Astor, and 81,216 at the 
Lenex. 

In 1908 there were 256,912 visitors at 
the two libraries, 209,996 of these being 


recorded at the Astor, and 55,016 at the | 


Lenox, The daily average at the Astor 
was 677.4 and 184 at the Lenox. Dr. 
Billings’s report continues: 


The number of desk applicants during 
the period wags 163,810, of which 149,943 
were recorded at Astor and 13,867 at Lenox. 
This was a decrease of 30,281 (28,803 at As- 
tor, 1,478 at Lenox.) from 1909, or 15 per 
cent. The daily average was 528.4 desk 
applicants, (453.6 at Astor, 44.7 at Lenox.) 
The number of volumes consulted by these 
105,810 desk applicants were 658,840, of 
which 581,835 were é¢ailed for at Astor and 
77,505 at Lenox. The daily average for 310 
days was 2,125.2 volumes, (1,875.2 at Astor, 
200 at Lenox.) 

The above figures take no account of the 
volumes consulted by readers using the open 
reference shelves; these readers number 
about 5,000 per month at Astor and 1,000 at 
Lenox, and the count of volumes thus con- 
suited would probably be at the rate of 
5, more or less, per reader. 

The decrease of 30,281 desk applicants 
(15 per cent.) represents a loss of 24,506 at 
Astor during the day, (9 A. M. to 6 P. M.,) 
or 12 per cent.; a loss of 4,207 at Astor dur- 
ing the evening, (6 to 9 P. M..) or 2.2 per 
cent.; a total loss at Astor of 28,803, or 14 
per cent.; a loss of 1,478 at Lenox, (9 A. M.

BOSTON, Feb. 20.—Judge Colt, in the 
United States Circuit Court, to-day con- 
firmed the report of Everett W. Bur- 
dett as Master in the suit of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company against the 
American Bell Telephone Company for an 
accounting on stocks received by the Bell 
Company as rentals and royalties for 
telephone licenses. 

Under a contract dated Nov. 10, 1878, 
the Western Union claims 20 per cent. of 
this stock, together with the dividends 
and interest thereon, amounting to $5,- 
873,292 and 88,188 shares of stock. The 
Bell Company contended that the West- 
ern Union was not entitled to any of this 


stock, as it was not received as a rental 
or royalty. 

The Master awarded the Western Union 
20,087 shares of stock-and $2,579,914 as 
dividends and interest thereon, exempting 
from the accounting stock received by 
the American Bell. from the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Bell Telephone Company of 
Philadelphia, and the Chicago Telephone 
Company.

SHOOTS AT DYNAMITERS.

DYED FISH SOLD AS SMOKED. 


Philadelphia Storekeepers Were Not 
Aware of Selling Fraudulent Food. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 20.—The Dairy 
and Food Bureau of the State Agricultural 
Department has discoverd that a large 
number of delicatessen and other stores 
of this city for a long time have been 
Selling ‘‘dyed” fish as @ substitute for 
smoked fish. When Harry P. Cassidy, the 
agent of the bureau, told the retail store 
proprietors what they were doing they 
were surprised, as they had purchased 
it as genuine smoked fish. 

Cassidy’s attention to tne food was at- 
tracted by fts rich red color. Purchasing 
some of the fish he had it examined, and 
reported that he couléd dye wool with the 
coloring matter extracted from it, It is 
said that in smoking fish there is a loss 
of fifteen pounds to every hundred, but in 
dyeing it there is no loss at all. This per- 
mitted the violators of the law to under- 
sell their competitors in the smoked fish 
industry. The Dairy and Food Bureau 
promises prosecutions this week against 
certain wholesale dealers.

Even Gen. BERNARDO 
Rergs, who has been the idol of many 
Mexicans discontented with present 
conditions, has found nothing so grave 
in the situation as this cool-headed, 
hitherto undemenstrattve Financial 
Minister sees. The world’s view af the 
seriousness of the Mexican uprising 
will undoubtedly be changed by this 
utterance. 
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SUPPRESS THE BEGGARS. 

The concerted action of the police 
against the annoyances of beggars in 
the streets and other public places is 
gratifying. There has been entirely too 
great laxity of late in this matter. 
Street beggars are almost always fm- 
posters. They ply their trade in defi- 
ance of the law. Latterly they have 
infested not only Fifth Avenue, but 
many other streets, especially Central 
Park West and upper Broadway. They 
loom upon solitary pedestrians out of 
the shadows, with their whining pleas, 
in which may often be detected a 
threatening tone. “ 

Beggars should be driven from the 
streets and kept away from all public 
places. The police always attack this 
nuisance energetically when the order 
to do so is given. But they are too 
frequentty discouraged by the Magis- 
trates. There t a penalty for pubtic 
mendicancy which Magistrates should 
enforce. It cannot be politics which 
causes go marry Magistrates contempt- 
nousty to éismiss cases of this kind, 
with a gratuitous rebuke to the officer 
making the charge. It mag be senti- 
mentality—eome of cur Magtetrates are 
exceptionally soft-hearted—or it may 
be Gownright perversity. Whatever it 
is, f should be stopped. Street beggars 
are undesirable persons. They are fre- 
quently thieves. 
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THE TAX POLICY OF THE STATE. 

The State Tax Commissioners open 
their amnual report with a rehearsal of 
the usual arguments against the taxa- 
tion of personal property, and then 
argue to the conclusion that neverthe- 
lees the State ought to be more severe 
in fts demands for taxes from this 
sources. The theoretical argument in 
the negative is not answered, but, in 
the opinion of the Commissioners, ft is 
offset by the fact that the personal 
property tax is decreasing, although 
the property itself obviously is increas- 
ing. Over a period of thirty-nine years 
the assessment of personal property in- 
creased onty 22 per cent, while the as- 
sessment of realty increased 479 per 
cent. Im ratio the assessment of per- 
sonal property fell from 22 per cent. of 
the total to about 5 per cent. Ought 
this temdency to be reversed, the 
acaGermic arguments to the oonmtrary 
notwithstanding? 

Let us for the moment watve the 
theoretical argument of which the Com- 
misstoners have so poor an opinion, and 
confine the discussion to hard facts. 
The exemption of personal property of 
corporations from taxation altogether 
has been tried tn one city of the State, 
Schenectady, and with results which 
those who favor this policy as a genera) 
law have fo reason to dGisiike. No 
other city ig Known to have increased 
its population In thirty years 60 per 
cent., and fts assessed valuation 1,400 
per cent, nor is there any other single 
reason which will explain this remult for 
Schenectady. Monroe assesses cor 
porate personal property at 40 per cent., 
and Oneida at 66 per cent. Can there 
be any doubt where oorporations would 
rather do business, or aa to the effect 
upon taxable resources of attracting 
corporations? If the State is to adopt 
a uniform policy is it more likely to 
profit by adopting the Schenectady 
method, or the reverse? 

An answer may be suggested by com- 
parison of results in New York with re- 
sults in other States enjoying other 
methods of taxation. Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, New Jersey are neighboring 
States which exempt from taxation in- 
vestments in manufacturing enter- 
prises, such as machinery and tools. 
New York taxes euch investments in 
personalty, but the laws of the State 
are applied with such <dfversity of 
method and degree that the inequal- 
ity within the State is a scandal in 
itself. The present point is the ef- 
fect of the laws of the State upon 
the interests of the State as a whole, 
in comparison with other States. The 
Rochester conference upon taxation de- 
clared formally that for this reason in- 
vestments of this character in this 
for a decade 46 per 
cent., while Pennsylvania’s increase 
was 656 per cent. The increase in 
Pennsylvania’s product also was 10 per 
cent. larger than New York's increase, 
its wage-earning population increased 
28 per cent., against New York’s in+ 
crease of 13 per cent., and its horse 
power increased 88 per cent., against 
New York’s 52 per cent. 

In recent years our general tax laws 
have been modified by the addition 
of special forms of taxation of cor-

porations, or privileges or certain 


the neutrality laws has been “toe re- forms of personal property which are 





taxed otherwise than by general as- 
sessment,’ and pay their dues al- 
though they escape enumeration in 
the totals as prepared by the Commis- 
sioners. Among these taxes are the 
franchise tax, the premium tax upon 
insurance companies, the tax on gross 
earnings of public utilities, the tax on 
bank shares, the inheritance tax on 
realty and personality alike, the mort- 
gage tax, ‘the stock transfer tax, and 
others too numerous to specify. Mr. 
Piervers, the Secretary of the Tax Re- 
form Association, has estimated that tn 
this city alone $10,000,000 is paid 
annually en property formerty taxed as 
personalty, and more than as much 
more is collected from property which 
formerty escaped. 

The Oommisstoners declare thetr 
opinion that the quantity of personal 
property expelled from the State by 
taxetion ts negtigible. In this opin- 
ion they differ from other officials 
of the State, and, what is more to 
the point, the property which evades 
the personal tax is as surprising in the 
rural districts as in the cities. The 
latest total personal assessment for the 
State is $550,000,000. This city pro- 
vides $435,000,000, all other aities $55,- 
000,000, and all other towns $60,000,000. 
Honors would seem to be easy between 
the tax dodgers of this city and other 
parts of the State. As soon as the farm- 
ers apprectate that the collection of more 
personal taxes means collecting more 
from them, their interest fn the subject 
will wane. At a time when the State 
collects mere taxes from bank shares 
and mertgages than from the agsess- 
ment on personaly it is fale to talk 
of the escape of personalty from taxa- 
tion. Not more taxes, Dut better taxes 
ought to be the ory. And the test of 
excellence ought not to be the feelings 
of tax evaders, but the economic 
incidence and effect of taxation. 





THE DUTY OF DEMOCRATS. 

The extraordinary session, the 
theught ef which is throwing dismay 
into the hearts of both factions of the 
Republicans, need have no terrors for 
the Democrais. They have done noth- 
ing to foree it. They have done all 
they reasonably could have been asked 
to do to avoid it. If they go into it 
with the good sense and courage they 
have, on the whole, thus far shown, 
they will be able to do good service for 
the country, and, therefore, the best 
service for thefr party. 

In the message to the country which 
Congressman MoCani gave from Mr. 
Tart, the President is said to dread an 
extra session because the Democrats 
will be in power tn the House and much 
nearer fn oontrol of the Senate than 
in the present Congress. The Presi- 
Gent might better have dented himself 
this potntiess reflection upon the party 
to which the country by a very dectstve 
vote has given the power to which he 
refers, and to which, had the Constitu- 
tion permitted, the country would 
doubtless have turned over the entire 
Government. We do not suppose that 
Mr. Tarr can be biind to the fact that, 
if elections had been held last Novem- 
ber for President, or could have been 
held for Senatora, he would fn all prob- 
abflity heve bid good-bye to the White 
Houge a week from next Saturday and 
his successer would have been a Demo- 
crat with a good working majority to 
sustain him in both branches of Con- 
gress. And he must ses, we assume, 
that the people of the land gave the 
power they did give to the Democrats 
precisely for the reason that they de- 
sired to intrust that party, so far as 
they could, with the reform eof the tar- 
iff, ae to which Mr. Tart appears to be 
so uneasy. 

Considering these facts, and the fur- 
ther fact that the Democrats have 
saved Mr. Tarr from mortifying defeat 
in his rectprocfty policy at the hands of 
his own party and that he must abso- 
lutely rely on them, and them alone, to 
enable him to discharge his “ tmterna- 
tional duty” as to that policy, he 
might have made his reference to them 
a little more courteous. However, it ts 
not now a question of the President's 
wishes, or of those of his mouthpiece 
in the House, It is a question of very 
grave National and tnternattonal im- 
port, which the President, to his great 
honor, has brought before Congress, 
and as to which his party, rent by sor- 
did interests and passions, is worse than 
powerless to aid him tn doing what the 
supreme needs of the country demand. 
There is, we hope and believe, no doubt 
that fn the extra session, as in the 
present sezgsion, the Democrats in Con- 
gress, a8 a body, will act with sound 
sense, fairly, boldly, and in good faith 
toward their party and toward the 
country. The showing made by the 
Republican Party is disgusting, but it 
is the sure outcome of fts past. The 
virus of moral and mental corruption 
that lies in the very essence of protec- 
tion—which is but the use of pubiic 
power to promote private gain—runs in 
the veins of the party, dulls the wits 
and queers the conscience of its leaders. 
They cannot see, or seeing, cannot face 
the plain duty presented to them. And 
it must be owned that this virus has 
attacked some of the Democrats as 
well, and this makes still more needful 
the firm and loyal conduct to which the 
Democratic leaders in the House have 
guided their party. : 

Reciprocity is not the only matter that 
will come before an extra session, but 
it is the chief one, and none other need 
give much concern. There will be at- 
tempts to combine the friends or foes of 
other measures so as to defeat reci- 
procity, but the aim of such attempts 








should be too plain to deceive members 
of either house, They may be sure that 





the people will not be deceived. The 
one thing the country really cares for 
is that the agreement with Canada 
shell be put in foroa, at the earliest 
moment. To this the Democrats should 
bend all their energies and let every- 
thing else wait.

MR. LITTLETON’S CANDIDACY. 

Tt is too bad that. Mr. Lrrruwrfon’s 
fine, candid letter should have brought 
him only three votes in the ballot for 
Senator yesterday. But Mondag has 
come to be an off day; perhaps Mr. 
LITTLETON will make a better showing 
to-day. 

But why does the Congressman-elect 
address himself to the Legislature? 
“I deem it my duty,” he says, “to ad- 
dresa myself to that body, whose duty 
it fa. under the Constitution and laws, 
to make the election.” What have the 
Constitution and the laws and the leg- 
islative body te do with electing «a 
United States Senator? This te a 
strange reversion te the early manner 
of electing Senators. Mr. LaTrupron is 
old enough te know that his letter 
should have been addressed to CHARLDZS 
¥. Murrpnyr, Tammany Hall, in Four- 
teenth Street. His exposition of his 
political views and opinions seems, 
moreover, to be addressed to the people, 
as well as to the legislators. We ad- 
mit that the people ought to have 
something to say about the election of 
a Senator. In the present instance 
they have said something, they have 
written many letters, they have sent 
many telegrams, but not enough. 

Mr. Lirruprow favors the election of 
Senators by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. We are sorry to see him accept 
this delusive nostrum as a remedy for 
the evils that new beset the process of 
choosing Senators. Had it been pro- 
vided by constitutional amendment and 
by statute that the Senators from New 
York should be elected by the peopls, 
Mr. Lirr.ipron’s letter would never 
have been written. We firmly believe 
that Mr. SHEEHAN would have been 
elected before the people or any of the 
other candidates had given very much 
thought to the matter. Let the sup- 
porters of Mr. SHpruan have their joy 
of this statement. They wfll retort, at 
once, that this is an admission that Mr. 
SHEEHAN is the veritable choice of the 
people. Not so Mr. SHemHan would 
have been chosen because the making 
of Senators by direct vote presents to 
expert political mantpulators like him 
precisely the opportunity most favor- 
able to their designs and ambDftions. 
Mr. SHEEHAN would have been earliest 
in the field, he would have had his 
plans made and perfected, he would 
have got out hfs vote because he knows 
how to get cut a vote. Elven ff Mr. 
Sreparp head had a committee or or- 
ganization he would have made a poor 
showing against Mr. SHEEHAN. Possi- 
bly one-third or one-half of the Demo- 
crats In the State would have taken fn- 
terest enough in the matter of electing 
a Senator to go to the polls and vote. 
A mafority of them, we are confident, 
would have responded to the Sheehan 
appeals. The Senatorial fumble tn New 
Jersey last Pall was a beautiful flue- 
tration ef the working of the direct 
election plan. 

Mr. Lrrrupwron hed evitently pon- 
Gered the writings of the apostle of 
New Nationalismr He forgets the sov- 
ereign States and turns to the Federal 
Government as the parent of all good. 
He would extend the Federal power and 
jurisdiction In many ways which he in- 
dicates, notably over the- corporations. 
Apparently he believes !n Trusta, but 
they should be well regulated, rigidly 
even. He ft a tariff reformer, but a 
moderate one; favors a “ well-equipped 
Tariff Commission,” and thinks the 
reciprocity with Canada ts one of the 
most notable achievements of states- 
manship, and thera,he ts entfrely sound. 
The currency system, toa, he thinks 
should be reformed, although we judge 
that he has not as yet given to that 
subfect those years of 4figent attention 
and etudy which constitute a prepara- 
tion for specific recommendations. All 
told, Mr. Lrrruwron has written a very 
good Democratic letter, to which many 
Republicans even will not take excep- 
tion. 

But admitting that his purposes are 
all good, his views all sound, and many 
of them certainly are sound, is ft not 
an indisputable fact that Mr. Epwarp 
M. Ssrrarp, ff elected to the Senate, 
would be far more capable than Mr. 
Lrrru.meron of expounding these views, 
of supporting them, of impressing them 
upon the minds of his countrymen, and 
of hastening them, or some of them, to 
enactment? Mr. LrrruPtron is a cam- 
paign speaker of acknowledged effi- 


cacy; he made a notable canvass tn 


his Congressional district; he achieved 
a vietory that attracted the attention 
of the country. But Mr. SHEPARD fs a 
much riper stadent of public affairs 
than Mr. ULrrrtwron, he iong ago 
reached a clear mastery of questions 
whioh Mr. Lirrurron has hardly begun 
to consider. Mr. SHmpPARD has matured 
convictions, while Mr. Lirrrurren fs yet 
in the groping stage. Would it not be 
a great deal better for the people of 
the State to send Mr. SHEPARD to 
Washington than to send Mr. LITTLE- 
TON? That would be a wiser choice. 
Then why should not every loyal Demo- 
crat desire and seek by what means he 
can command to secure the election of 
Mr, SHmPARD? Why did not Mr. Lrr- 
TLHTON write his letter in support of 
the candidacy of Mr. SHEPARD, instead 
of in his own behalf?

“ Nature’s Intention” as the Guide In 
the Matten 


To the Bditor of The Now Yor’ Times; 

Dr. Hiiot states that for the durable 
satisfactions in life, the family should 
consist of five or six children.

GARVEY'S REMOVAL 


Controller Admits the Republican 
Leader Wanted the Piace 
for a Henchman. 





OTHERS PURSUED HIM, TOO 





One of the Men Appointed to FIll a 
Vacancy After the Dismissals Was 
Seoretary of Halpin’s Ciub. 





Controller Prendergast was a witness 
yesterday before Supreme Ccurt Justice 
Greenbaum and a jury in the suit of Peter 
J. Garvey, an ex-Deputy City Paymaster, 
for reinstatement to a piace from which 
he was dismissed by Mr. Prendergast. 

Alfred J. Tally, Counsel for Garvey, 
produced fer the Controller’s, examina- 
tion a speech he had delivered before the 
Civil Service Conference in Albany last 
June. On that occasion the Controller 
admitted that he had said that political 
activity should not be a disqualification 
for public appointive office and should 
be rewarded “ when fot inconsistent with 
the good of the service.”’ The Controller 
admitted he had been correctly quoted, 
but when asked ff he had not responded td 
@ question: 

“Well, if bes a Democrat, thats 4

Treasury Proposes One of $30,000,000 
to $50,000,000 at 3 Per Cent, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—An issue of 
$30,000,000 to $50,000,000 of 8 per cent. 
Panama bonds seems certain to be made 
as soon as Congress passes the bill au- 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
withhold the new securities from use as a 
basis for additional National banknotes. 

In the’ event that the present opposition 
to the legislation affecting the bonds 
should prevent its passage, an issue of 8 
per cent. certificates of indebtedness, hav- 
ing one year to run, is probable. That is 
the Treasury’s tentative plan now. 

In view of the sale of about $100,000,000 
industrial improvement bonds during Jan- 
uary, and the prediction that about $500. 
000,000 more will find their way to mar 
ket in the next few months, Treasury of- 
ficials agree that this is a propitious time 
for an issue of Government securities. In 
any event they would have to be issued 
during the Spring or early Summer. It 


would not be considered practical to at- 
tempt an issue in e Fall, when the 
crop-moving season is on, and money is 
in demand, 

Aside from that, Secretary MacVeagh 
wants to make the issue a& popular one. 
Recent statistics, gathered for him by As- 











sistant Secretary Andrew, show that more 
than four-fifths of the honds of the United 
States are owned by banks, and that only , 
20,000 individuals of a population of 92,- |

And Senate Turns Down Resolution 
Asking for Extra Session of Congress. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N..J., Feb. 20.—Most of the 
first hour of to-night’s session of the Leg- 
islature was devoted to a partisan wrangle 
over final adjournment. Mr. Matthews 
opened the controversy when he called 
up his resolution providing that no date 
be fixed until all pending business had 
been disposed of. Senator Prince, the Re- 
publican leader, had introduced a reso- 
lution in the Senate for the appointment 
of a joint committee to fix a date, after 
which there should be no introduction of 
bills, the idea being to facilitate the 
closing of the term without any of the 
disgraceful night sessions that have been 
the rule of recent Years. 

Mr. Matthews attacked the Prince reso- 
lution as being presumptuous and uncon- 
stitutional in its provisions. A vote re- 
sulted in the adoption of the substitute, 
41 to 18, and the incident was closed 
with no definite move toward final ad- 
journment, 

The House had another lively tilt when 
Assembiyman Brackens’s automobile bills 
came up on third reading. The first, re- 
ducing the maximum speed Hmit to 25 
miles an hour and increasing Automobile 
Inspectors’ salaries from $3 a day to 
$1,200 a year, was passed with little or 
no opposition. When the Assemblyman 
called up for final passage his bill requir- 


ing all horse-drawn vehicles to carry 
lights at night, and providing a penalty 
of $10 fine or ten days in jail, or both 
for offenders, Mr. Matthews opposed the 
bill as being too drastic and Mr. McCran 
declared that it should go over. The bill 
was referred back to the Highways Com- 
mittee. 

The feature of the Senate session was the 
refusal of the Republican majority to take 
from committee the resolution of Senator 
Osborne, Democrat, calling on President 
Taft for an extra session of Congress to 
revise the tariff on foodstuffs.

‘THEN DRANK POISON 


William Birdsall Emptied His Re- 
volver at Her as She Stood 
Talking in the Street. 








ACID QUICKLY KILLED HIM 





Passersby, Who Witnessed Shooting, 
Fought Vainly to Keep Him from 
Taking the Death Potion. 





Martha Birdsall was shot and killed in 
front of ths flat house at 406 West Fifty- 
seventh Street, where she lived, by her 
husband, William Birdsall, shortly after 
6 o’clock last right. After killing her he 
put a bottle supposed to contain carbolic 
acid to his lips and was carried dying in- 
to a druggist’s shop next door to his 
wife’s home. He fought three man who 
were holding him while a doctor was try- 
ing to administer antidotes, and held them 
off until the acid had done its work. 

At the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station a search of his body revealed a 
pencil scrawi, which showed that the 
murder and suicide had been planned in 
advance, The note was addressed to no 
one, and was not in an envelope It was 
inccherent, but @oroner Holtzhauser 
could make out that it said the reason 
for the deed was that his wife had not 
come to see him as she promised, but 
sent their daughter instead. It ended with 
the request that a brother, Charles Bird- 
sall of Glen Rock, (State not given,) be 
notified, and the hodies of himself and 
wife be buried in the family plot there, 

The Birdsalls had three children. They 
had been living apart for at least the last 
three months, which is as long as any- 
one who could be found last night had 
known them. “Three months ago Mrs. 
Birdsall wert to the West Fifty-seventh 
Street address and got two rooms from 


But Mrs. Soloff Wants to Land— 
Barred Here and at Barbados. 


The immigration officials are awaiting 
with some anxiety the arrival on Wednes- 
day of the Québec steamship Korona, re- 
turning from West Indian ports. On the 
Korona is Mrs. Helena Soloff, a Russian 
Subject, who is well-to-do and has a 
home ih Para, Brazil. She was once de- 
ported from this country, and bids fair 
to travel between New York and West 
Indian ports for some time to come. 

Mrs. Soloff is thirty-five years old. She 
says she is a milliner, in business in Para. 
She traveled from Para to Barbados re- 
cently, and at that point took the Lam- 
port & Holt liner Terence, arriving here 
on Nov. 30. Upon her arrival she was 
questioned by the immigration authorities 
and taken to Bilis Island for investigation 
into her right to land. She was ordered 
deported, and appealed her case. 

On Jan. 16 she was. put in the hospital 
at Ellis Island for observation as to her 
sanity. The Marine Hospital surgeons 
came to the conclusion that she was of 
unsound mind, and upon this ground she 
was ordered deported. dJnder the immi- 
gration law the undesirable alien must be 
deported by the steamship line bringing 
such a one to pert. The order of deporta- 
tion was made on Jan. 18, and as the 
Lamport & Holt Line had no vessel de- 
parting for Barbados at that time, she 
was shipped as a cabin: passenger on the 
Korona, at the expense of the Lamport 
& Holt Line. She sailed, from here on 
Jan, 21. The Captain-of the Korona was 
instructed to land his passenger only at 
Barbados, The Korona goes to St. Thom- 
as, St. Croix, St. Kitts, Antigua, Guada- 
lupe, Dominica, Martinique, St. Lucia, 
Barbados, and Demerara, She returns 
over the same route. 

After a pleasant trip through the {sl- 
ands, Mrs. Soloff reached ~ Barbados. 
There, according to the information which 
has reached the steamship people, the 
Government officers refused to allow her 
to land. <A person undesirable in the 
United States, they said, was not desira- 
ble there. The skipper’s instructions were 
to land her only in Barbados, and so Mrs. 


Soloff had her second sea voyage.
